CmcAao, Feb. 12.—The temperature 
dropped to zero this momiug. 
The 
trees, shrubbery and telegraph wires are 
covered with a thick coating of frozen 
sleet and the telegraph service is badly 
crippled again, 
in conseqnence, the 
wires in some instances having been 
borne down under their heavy load. At 
various points south and west of the city 
the ice is so thick and heavy on the tel- 
egraph wires as to not only snap and 
carry them down, but in many cases the 
poles have also been broken and carried 
down. 
The cold weather has checked 
the floods in the southwestern and north- 
western portions of the city and the 
water in the Chicago river and streams 
which feed it is falling rapidly. 


MONTBBAL, Feb. 12.—Owing to very 
heavy snow storms yesterday, out-going 
trains were all abandoned. 


PiTTSBUBG, Feb. 12.—The rivers are 
still rising here with tweHty-one feet and 
eight inches at noon. About three feet 
more is expected here, as water is falling 
at all points above. 
This will flood the 
flats on the north and south sides and 
cause a suspension of work in all the 
mills and factories along the river banks. 


EAIJAMAZOO, Mich., Feb. 12.—The 
high water in the St. Joseph river has 
driven twenty families from their dwell- 
ngs in Niles, and suspended traffic on 
the Wabash and Michigan railroads. 


The rising water has shut off commu- 
nication with Lyons and at Mair the 
water had carried away twenty buildings 
and being diverted by an ice gorge was 
sweeping that town and rising an inch 
an hour.

It is a common mistake, says the At- 
lanta Constiiuiion, 
to regard the term 
negro as synonymous with African. 
The word negro does not denote a na* 
tion, but an ideaL type constituted by 
the assemblage of 
certain physical 
characteristics exemplified in the na- 
1 lives of certain portions of Africa and 
their descendants in America and the 
West Indies. . In Africa ¡^e area occu- 
[>ied by the genuine negro^ men with 
black skin, thick lip, depressed nose^ 
and woolly hair is exceedingly small 
compare^Syith the remainder of the 
contineril^ As a rule the prevalent 
color in Africa is that of the Arab, the 
;[ndian, and the Australian. 
The true 
negro districts are the 
Senegal, the 
Gambia, the Niger, and the interme- 
diate rivers of the coast, parts of Su- 
dania, Sennaar, Kardofan, and Darfux. 
People who are certainly not negroes 
inhabit the whole coast of the Mediter- 
ranean, the desert, the Kafir, and Hot- 
tentot areas south of the line, Abys- 
sinia, and the middle and lower Nile. 
This does not leave much territory for 
the typical negro. It is generally ad- 
mitted that the negro intellect is in- 
ferior not only to the Europeans, but 
to that of the ligliter-hnetl African 
tribes, but it is superior to that of the 
Australians, Bushmen, and Esquimaux. 
That the active inñúences of freedom 
and civilization will materially advance 
the status of this peculiar racéis a hope 
indulged in by philanthropists and 
statesmen. Time is the very essence of 
this great problem.

A BLOODY DEED. 


The Dunham Tragedy Near Warsaw— 
What a Post Mortem 
Revealed. 


WABBAW, Feb. 12.—Mrs. Pnnham 
one of the victims of the murderous aa 
sault, has sufficiently recovered as to be 
able to recognize her friends, but her 
mind still wanders. She was, however, 
unable to give any connected statement 
of what had occurred. In answering in 
terrogatories put to her she seemed not 
to be able to remember anything that 
would throw any light upon the dark 
subj ect. 
She now knows that she is at 
home, but everything connected with 
the horrible affair seems to be a blank to 
her. 


A post mortem examination of Dun 
ham's body was made yesterday. The 
doctors found his lungs, heart and liver 
in a healthy condition. In examining 
the head they found an extensive blooc i 
clot on the brain. The piece of scalp 
found trampled in the mud near the 
place where the body lay, showed evi- 
dences of contusion, although the piece 
found was of a size insufficient to show 
clearly from what part of the skull it 
had been torn, but the spot already re- 
ferred to was black and blue and was 
surrounded by the natural color. The 
brain was found in a healthy condition, 
excepting the blood clots scattered 
over the right side. This plainly in- 
dicates that the murdered man had re- 
ceived a blow of some kind, and disposes 
of the theory that Durham had first 
killed the child, and supposing that he 
had also killed his wife, had committed 
suicide. 


CONGRESSIONAL. 


Work Completed 
to Date—Measures 
Yet to be Disposed Of. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 12.—The forty- 
ninth congress will adjourn three weeks 
from to-morrow. 
An examination of 
the calendar shows that very satisfactory 
progress has been made, and the work 
done this seesion, barring of course the 
pauper pension bill, has been credit- 
able. 
Of the appropriation bills the 
sundry 
civil 
bill, 
the 
printing 
bill, the army bill and the pension 
bill have passed both houses. 
The 
Military Academy bill, the river and 
harbor, postoffiee, District of Columbia 
and agricultural bills have passed the 
house. The consular-diplomatic, naval, 
and legislative bills have been reported 
to the house. The inter state commerce, 
Mormon, and deficiency bills, and the 
bill to create a new department, are 
among the other imoortant bills acted 
upon, all of which except the Mormon 
bill have become laws. The latter is 
still in 
the hands of 
the senate 
committee. All the bills mentioned, 
not 
yet 
passed 
by 
the 
senate, 
will go 
through 
smoothly. 
There 
will be a lively fight on the Hawley 
heavy ordnance and steel plate armor 
bill. 
The Edmunds fishery resolution 
and the Belmont re^^olution on the same 
topic will not come up before two weeks 
and will therefore be considered late in 
the session. 


While a great deal of cheese parirg 
has been done on the salaries of clerks 
and obstructions have been placed in the 
way of paying just and honest claims 
against the government, both honses 
have been rashly extravagant in the stu- 
pendous drive made into the surplus by 
the pauper pension bill. 
In the three 
weeks remaining there is no time left 
except for the legitimate and regnlar 
legislation.

BiATS THE RECORD, 


The Floods Are Raging and the St, 
Joe River Leaps Its Banks to 
Sweep Over Adjacent Ter- 
ritory — The Paper 
Mill and Feeder 
Dam. 


The anticipated cessation of the floods 
in the St. Joe and St. Mary's rivers did 
not occur last night and to-day the high 
water mark of four years ago was sur- 
passed some thirty inches, on the St. Joe 
side. At the water works engine house 
a guage is arranged and they say the 
high water mark tallies exactly with that 
reached four years ago. 


Early this morning the guard bank or 
levee at the cur ve in the St Joe river above 
the feeder dam, gave way, and the water 
looked in that basin, rushed down the 
St. Joe causing a rise of two feet in a 
single hour and driving the current 
across Spy Bun avenue at the bend, 
just opposite the old Freeman home- 
stead. 
The road from Tom Himt's 
place 
is imder 
water all the way 
to 
within 
two 
blocks 
of 
the 
Main street bridge and travel over the 
thoroughfare is suspended. 


Recourse to and from the Centlivre 
brewery is around by way of the Go- 
shen road, or on a foot passage along the 
feeder canal through Bloomingdale, the 
southwestern portion of which is also 
under water and in the Peters box and 
lumber yards, a rise of seven inches in 
the 
flood 
guage 
was 
recorded 
last night. The exhaust gates of the 
feeder canal, north of the city, were 
opened this morning and may aflbrd 
some relief, but most of the trouble 
along the Muncie track and box factory 
is occasioned by the obstructive manner 
in which the Wells street bridge is built 
and against the west bank of the ap- 
proach to it the flood beats furiously. 


JSBBRABKA. 


The St. Mary's river gives evidence of 
cessation, but the low lands on either 
side of the river in its course from the 
Esmond mill to the Weils street bridge, 
are under water. The fair grounds was in 
bad shape, but damage at that point 
cannot now be estimated. In Nebraska 
there is considerable of a flood and cel- 
lars are simply pools of water. The road 
west of the St. Mary's bridge, on Main 
street, is under water, but vehicles are 
not obstructed nor is travel endangered. 


A BBEAK IN BLOOMINGDALE. 


Before noon the flood gates in the 
feeder canal below the paper mill were 
opened and the water rushed madly 
down the old ditch, testing the strength 
of its banks every inch of the way until 
a weak spot was discovered just north of 
the city at Wells street. Here the water 
forced an opening and swept down 
through Bloomingdale, covering streets, 
sidewalks and residence property and 
flooding cellars in its course. If this 
flow continues it may cut its way south 
to the St. Mary's river, in which direc- 
tion there is a natural fall. 


ALONG 6PY BUN AVBNUE. 


North of the city, up to and around 
the Freeman homestead, the Tivoli Gar- 
den, Mr, John Shoaff's residence, the 
Barnett horns tead and all the adjacent 
property this side of the houses enumer- 
ated and on either side of Spy Run 
avenue, is one vast sheet of muddy 
water. The flood sweeps through all 
this residence property 
and people 
left 
their 
homes 
this 
morning 
in row boats provided and equipped by 
the employes of the French brewery, 
who charge 50 cents a head for trans- 
portation to the foot of Calhoun street. 
People are deprived 
of well water 
and 
must 
either 
drink 
and use 
the muddy river stuff 
or 
endure 
a water famine. Mr. Staes grocery, just 
across the street from the Tivoli Garden, 
is flooded and closed up, so that this 
forms an idea how the water lies on the 
adjacent property, including 
C. S. 
Knight's suburban residence, W. B. 
Walters' homestead and the line of 
houses on either side of the avenue. 
Out along Spy Run and Riverside ave- 
nues, the homes of sixty families are 
surrounded by water. 
Gust Fice, Jess 
Shields, the Baxters and a few others 
had to abandon their homes last night, 
and amusing incidents of the flood are 
to see ex-Sheriff Schiefer, Deputy Clerk 
Dan Souder, Bailiff Fahlsing, William 
Burke, George Fickel, Chariey Knight, 
Judg > Cheney, H. R. Freeman, John 
Shoaff, Peter Nnsbaum, Charley Currier 
and others leaving their homes in row 
boats, wading out incased in high boots 
or crawling away on fence tops. 


BAST OF TOWN. 


Following the flood down the Maumee 
to a point east of Glasgow avenue an- 
other picture of listress is presented. 
At the White wheel works water lays 
two feet deep on the first floor. The 
homes near by are in worse shape as the 
flood almost reaches the second floors. 
Mr. Lauer had to move his family out of 
his home out there at 1 o'clock last 
night. 
Shaffer's ice house is gradually 
being wrecked. 
The line of slaughter 
houses on the banks of the Maumee are 
sway^ to and fro by the enrrent, and 
oan not stand maeh ]nore.ot»lise. 


has backed up farm property and touch- 
es Swift's orchard on the west, inundat- 
ing entirely low farm lands in that re- 
gion for a mile or two. The river com- 
pletely obliterates the feeder canal at this 
point and the flood is high enough to 
conceal the presence of the dam, which 
in the main has not been disturbed, un- 
less the washout of the levee, heretofore 
referred to, should cause the flood to 
undermine it. 
The employes of the 
Fleming paper mill had to abandon their 
homes and move to the east bank of the 
river. The flood surrounds the houses 
and sweeps through the paper mill with 
great fury and it was expected to go to 
pieces at any moment. Mr. Larry Dig- 
non elevated the telephone wire from the 
water this morning and telephone con- 
nection with his temporary office at the 
feeder dam is possible. 


To form an idea of the extent of the 
overflow between the feeder dam and 
paper mill, the reader must understand 
that they are a mile and a half apart. 
Just above the feeder dam the St. Joe 
river almost cuts a circle in its course. 
Inside of and to the north of this bend 
the guard bank is broken and the water 
runs up to the Antrup saw mill and over 
the Swift farm. The feeder canal, from 
where it diverges from the river, runs 
parallel with that stream down to the 
paper mill. The ridge of ground sep- 
arating the water ways is obliterated and 
both streams appear as one away down 
below the last named property and there 
again the water widens and covers much 
territory. 


This side of the paper mill much 
damage must have been inflicted to 
farmlands over and into which the river 
spread and plowed its course. This 
morning Mr. J. Marsh Coombs' pretty 
river steamer broke from its mooring 
and was swept down the St. Joe without 
hindrance as far as heard from. It was 
quite a costly piece of property and will 
not easily ^o to pieces. 


THE LATEST. 


At 3 o'clock the St. Joe river wag 
slowly rising, while the St. Mary's gaye 
evidence of a fall, save where it en- 
countered the St. Joe. 


Mr. Larry Dignan telephoned that the 
feeder dam was still intact and that the 
paper mill still held its place despite the 
menacing flood. He reports the river 
rising up north and much more damajoje 
can be anticipated. 


Hon. Wm. Fleming denies that the 
paper mill was washed away and says 
that both the paper mill, dam and feed- 
er are still intact and firm. Manager 
Tony Treutman drove out to view the 
mill this morning, but couid not get 
neiir it.

BBOOXLTK, Feb. 6.—To-day was mov- 
ing day in the Brooklyn Tabernacle, as the 
annual pew letting has just occurred, and 
many have changed places. This chorch 
contains the two plans of pew rental and 
free church. The rented pews this year 
3rielded on advance on all previous years, 
so that the income will be about $32,000. 
But about two thousand sittings are always 
kept free, so that no one mav complain that 
he cannot worship here for lack of means. 
This morning Professor Browne, the organ- 
ist, rendered the first sonata in D minor 
by Bitter, and the congregation sang the 
hymn: 


Our God, onr help in ages pas^ 
Onr hope for years to eome. 


The subject of ^ e sermon was "Pillars 
of Bmoke, and the text was taken irom 
Solomon's Song, iii.. 6: "Who is this that 
cometh oat of the wilderness like pillars of 
smoke?" Dr. Talmage said: 


The architecture of tiie smoke is won- 
drous, whether God with His finger carls it 
into a cloud, or rounds it into a dome, or 
points it in a spire, or spreads it in a wing, 
or, as in the text, hoists it in a pillar. 
Watch it winding up from the country 
farm house in the early morning, showing 
that the pastoral industries have begun; or 
see it ascending from the chimneys of the 
eity, telling of the homes fed, the factories 
turning out valuable fabric, the printing- 
presses preparing book and newspaper, and 
all the ten thousEmd wheels in motion. On 
a clear day this vapor spoken of mounts 
with such buoyancy, and spreads such a 
delicate veil across the sl^, and traces such 
graceful lines of circle and semi-circle, and 
waves and tosses and sinks and soars and 
scatters with such affluence of shape and 
color and suggestiveness that if you have 
never noticed it you are like a man who 
has 
all his life lived in Paris, and never seen the 
Luxembourg, and all his life in Rome and 
never seen the Vatican, and all his life in 
Lockport and never seen Niagara. Forty- 
four times the Bible speaks of the smoke, 
and it is about time that somebody preach- 
es a sermon recognizing this 6trange,weird, 
beautiful, elastic, charming, terrific, and 
fascinating vapor. Across the Bible sky 
floats the smoke of Sinai, the smoke of 
Sodom, the smoke of Ai, the smoke of the 
pit, the smoke of the volcanic hills when 
God touches Uiem, and in my text the glo- 
rious church of God coming up out of the 
wilderness like pillars of smoke. 


In the first place, these pillars of smoke 
in my text indicate the suffering the church 
of God has endured. What do I mean by 
the church? I mean not a building, not a 
sect, but those who in all ages and in all 
lands, and of all beliefs, love God and are 
trying to do right. For many centuries the 
heavens have been black with the smoke of 
martyrdom. If set side by Bide you could 
l^dle the earth with fires of persecution. 
Bowland Taylor burned at Hadleigh; Lati- 
mer burned at Oxford; John Rogers burned 
at Smithfield; John Hooper burned at 
Gloucester; John HUBS burned at Con- 
stance; Lawrence Saunders burned at Cov- 
entry ; Joan of Arc burned at Rouen. 
Protestants have sometimes pointed to the 
Catholics as persecutors, but both Protest- 
ant and Catholic have practiced infamous 
cruelties. The Catholics, duiing the reign 
of Henry, were by Protestants put to 
the worst tortures, stripped of their cloth- 
ing, hoisted in the air by pulleys with 
weights suspended from their feet, then 
let down, and ears and eyes, 
nose 
and tongue were amputated, and red- 
hot plates of iron were put against 
the tenderest part of their bodies. George 
Bancroft, the historian, says of the 
State of Maryland: "In the land which 
Catholics had opened to Protestants mass 
might not be said publicly; no Catholic 
priest or bishop might utter his faith in a 
voice of persuasion; no Catholic might 
teach the young. If a wayward child of a 
Papist would but become an apostate the 
law wrested for him from his parents a 
share of their property. Such were the 
methods adopted to prevent the growth of 
popery." Speaking of Ireland, Bancroft, 
the historian, says: "Such priests as were 
permitted to reside in Ireland were re- 
quired to be registered, and were kept like 
prisoners at large within prescribed limits. 
All Papists exercising ecclesiastical juris- 
diction, all monks, friars and regular 
pri -sts, and all priests not then actually in 
parishes and to be registered, were ban- 
ished from Ireland under pain of trans- 
portation, and, on return, of being hanged, 
drawn and quartered." 


Catholicism as well as Protestantism has 
had its martyrs. It does seem as if, when 
any one sect got complete dominancy in 
any land the deril of persecution and cru- 
elty took possession of that sect. Then 
see the Catholics after the Huguenots. 
See the Gentiles after the Jews in Tou- 
raine, where a great pit was dug and fire 
light^ at th» bottom of the pit, and one 
hundred and sixty Jewish victims were con- 
smned. Ses the Presby^rian Parliament 
of England, more tyrannical in their treat- 
ment of opponents than had been the crim- 
inal courts. Persecution against the Bap- 
tists by Pedo-Baptists. Persecution of the 
Established Church against the Methodist 
Church. Persecution against the Quakers. 
Persecutions against the Presbyterians. 
Under Emperor Diocletian one hundred 
and forty-iour thousand Christians were 
massacred and seven hundred thousand 
more of them died from banishment and 
exposure. Witness the sufferings of the 
Waldenses, of the Albigenses, of the Nesto- 
rians. Witness St. Bartholomew's massa- 
cre. Witness the Duke of Alva driring out 
of life 18,000 Christians. Witness Herod, 
and Nero, and Decius, and Hildebrand, 
and Torquemada, and Earl of Montfort, 
and Lord Claverhouse, who, when told that 
he must give account for his cruelties, said: 
"I have no need to account to man, and as 
for God, I will take Him in my own hands." 
A red line runs through the church history 
of nineteen hundredyears—alineof blood. 
Not by the hundreds of thousands but by 
the millions must we count those slain for 
Christ's sake. No wonder John Milton put 
the groans of the martyrs to an immortal 
tune, writing: 
Avenge, O Lord, thy slaughtered sainta, whose 
bonea 


U e scattered on the Alpine mountains cold. 


The smoke of martyrs' homes and mar- 
tyrs' bodies if rolling up all at once would 
have eclipsed the noonday sun and turned 
the brightest day the world ever saw into a 
midnight. "Who is she that cometh up 
out of the wilderness like pillars of smoke? 


Has persecution ceased? Ask that young 
man who is trying to be a Christian in a 
store or factory, where fiom morning to 
night he is the butt of all the mean witti- 
cisms of unbelieving employes. Ask the 
wife, whose husband makes her fondness 
for the house of God, and even her kneel- 
ing prayer by the bedside, a derision, and 
is no more fit for her holy companionship 
than a filthy crow would be fit companion 
for a robin or golden oriole. Compromise 
with the world and surrender to its con- 
ventionalities and it may let you alone, but 
all who will live «.odly in Christ Jesns must 
suffer persecution. 
Be a theater-going, 
card-playing, wine-drinking, round-danc- 
ing Christian, and you may escape criticism 
and social pressure. But be an up-and- 
down, out-and-out follower of Christ, and 
worldling will wink to worldling as he 
speaks your mme, and you will be put in 
many a doggerel and snubbed by those not 
worthy to blacken your oldest shoes. When 
the bridge at Ashtabula broke and let down 
the most of the car-load of passengers to 
instant death Mr. P. P< Bliss was seated on 
one side of the aisle of the car writing down 
a Christian song whioh he was oompo-ing,

show windows of Brooklju and New York 
were accurate pictm«s of what goes on in 
many of the theatets hi|i^t bjr night then 
it would be well if the ladies' hats were a 
mile high, so as to coi^letely ebstmet the 
vision. If professed ChristiaiiB go to sueh 
places during ^ e week no one will ever 
persecute them for their reli^on, for ^ey 
have none, and they are the joke of hell. 


But let them live a consecrated and 
Ohristian life and they will soon run against 
sneering opposition. For a compromise 
Christian character an easy time now, but 
for conseoral#dl>shavier grimace a^d'cari- 
estnre. For «be body, tlMrnks to tae Ood 
of free America, there are now no swords 
or fiery stakes, but for the souls of thou- 
sands of the good, in a figurative sense, 
rack and gibbet and Torquemada. The 
symbol of the domestic and social and pri- 
vate and public suffering of a great multi- 
tude of God's dear children, pillara of 
smoke. 


What an exciting scene in India when, 
during the Sepoy rebellion, a regiment of 
Hiiiblanders came up and found ihe dead 
body of one of G«n. Wheeler's daughters, 
who had been insulted and mauled and 
slain by the Sepoys. So great was the 
wrath against these murderers that the 
Scotch regiment sat down, and, cutting off 
the hair of this dead daughter of Gen. 
Wheeler, they divided it among them, aud 
each one counted the number of hairs 
given him, and each took an oath, which 
was executed, that for each hair of the 
murdered daughter they would dash out 
the life of a miserable Sepoy. But as we 
look over the story of those who in all ages 
have suffered for the truth, while we leave 
vengeance to the Lord, let us band together 
in one solemn vow, one tremendous oath, 
after having counted the host of the mar- 
tyrs, that for each one of these glorious men 
and women who died for the truth an im- 
mortal soul shall live, live with God, and 
live forever. 


But as I already hijited in the first sen- 
tence of this sermon, nothing can be more 
beautiful than the figures of smoke on a 
clear sky. You can see what you will in 
the contour of this volatile vapor, now en- 
chanted castles, now troops of horsemen, 
now bannered procession, now winged cour- 
iei-s, now a black angel of wrath under a 
. spear of the sunshine turned to an angel of 
light, and now from horizon to horizon the 
^ 
fs a piciure gallery iilled with master* 
pieces of which God is the artist, morning 
clouds of smoke bom in the sunrise, and 
evening clouds of smoke laid in the bur- 
nished sepulchers of the sunset. 


Tue beauty of the transfigured smoke is 
a divine symbol of the beauty of the church. 
The fairest of all the fair is she. Do not 
call those persecutors of whom I spoke the 
church, ^ e y are the parasites of the 
church, not the church itself. Her mission 
is to cover the earth with a supernatural 
gladness, to open all the prison doors, to 
balsam all the wounds, to moss all the 
graves, to bum up the night in the fireplace 
of a g^at morning, to change iron hand- 
cuffs into diamonded wristlets, to turn the 
whole race around, and whereas it faced 
death, comgaanding it: "Right about face 
for heaven." According to the numbers of 
the spires of the churches in all our cities, 
towns and neighborhoods are the good 
homes, the worldly prosperities and the 
pure morals and the happy souls. 


Meet me at any depot the world over, 
and with my eyes closed take me by the 
hand and lead me so that my feet will not 
stumble, and without my once looking 
down, or looking on the level, take me to 
pomfc high roof or tower and let me see the 
tops of the churches, and I will tell you 
the proportion of suicides, of arsons, of 
murders, of thefts. 
According as the 
churches are few the crimes are numerous. 
The most beautiful organization the world 
ever saw or ever will see is the much ma- 
ligned church, the friend of all good, the 
foe of all evil, "fair as the moon and clear 
as the sun." 
Beautiful in her author, 
beautiful in her mission, the heroine of the 
centuries, the bride of Christ, the queen of 
the nations. There are hundreds of kind- 
ly institutions, some caring for inebriates, 
some for the crippled, some for the im- 
becile, some for the misled, some for the 
blind, but the church is the mother of all 
these 
kindly 
institutions. There are 
asylums—American, or English, or Scotch, 
or Irish, or French, or German, or Italian 
—but the church spreads her mantle over 
all these, and will yet spread it over all na- 
tions. Her gates are beautiful, her songs 
are beautiful, her prayers are beautiful, her 
convocations ¿are beautiful, hier work is 
beautiful. All kings and warriors will yet 
bow down at her altars, all chains of serf- 
dom be shattered against her doorstep, all 
nations will yet follow her leading. How 
amiable are thy tabernacles! How sacred 
thy altars! How glorious thy auditoriums! 
So graceful, so aspiring, so grand, and roll- 
ing on and rolling up, we cry out in regard 
to her: "Who is she that cometh out of 
the wilderness like pillars of smoke?" 


Men may desecrate it, as Cromwell did 
when he stabled his cavalry horses in St. 
Paul's cathedral; or break off the image of 
Christ, as did the iconoclasts in Yorkmin- 
ster; or hurl against it august literary an- 
tipathies, as did Gibbon; or plot its over- 
throw, as do some in every community 
whose pride and hate and debauchery are 
reproved by the ten^commandments which 
it thunders, and the Sermon on the Mount 
which it breathes. But it will stand as 
long as the earth stands, the same unique 
and wonder-working and beatific and mi- 
raculous thing for which God decreed it. 
Small wits tax their brains to say things 
that will put her at disadvantage, but many 
of them will send for its condolence when 
dying, and their children will be gathered 
up under its benedictions after the parental 
curse has been removed. Through her 
gates will march all the influences for 
good that shall ever reach onr world. Take 
her membership as a mass, not speaking of 
the acknowledged exceptions — they are 
the noblest, grandest, kindest, best men 
and women of the ages. But for them 
the earth would long ago have been a 
burned-out volcano. l?hey have been the 
salt that has kept the human race from 
putrefaction insufferable either to human 
or an.izelic olfactories. You lying and 
hypocritical world, shut up those* slanders 
aboi\t the church of Christ, an institution 
which, far from being what it ought to be, 
and never pretending to be perfect, is five 
hundred times better than any other insti- 
tution that the world ever saw or ever 
dreamed of. The highest honor I ever 
had, and the highest honor I shall ever re- 
ceive, and the highest honor I ever want, 
is to have my name on her records as a 
member. At her altars I repented. At her 
sacraments I believed. In hei' service let 
me die. From her doors let me be buried. 
O, church of God! Thou have of the 
righteous! 
Thou harbor from tempest! 
Thou refuge for the weary! Thou light- 
house of many nations! Thou type of 
heaven! I could kiss thy very dust with 
ecstasy of affection. 


For her my tears shall fall, 


For her my prayers ascend, 
To her my toils and oarea be given 
Till toil* and cares shall end 


^'Perfumed smoke," says Solomon, inth« 
words following my text. Not like the 
fnmess coughed up from the throat of a 
steam pipe, or poisoned with the gases of 
chemical lactories, or floating in black 
wrath from the conflagration of homesteads, 
or sulphurous from blazing batteries, but 
3weet as a burning grove of cinnamon or 
jungle of sassafas, or the odors of a tem- 
ple censer. "Who is this that cometh out 
of the wilderness like pillars of smoke, 
perfumed with myrrh and frankincense?" 
Hear it, men and women everywhere, that 
the advance of the genuine church of Christ 
means pe^e for all nations. 


Victor Hugo, in his book entitled "Nine- 
ty-three," says: "Nothng calmer than 
smoke, but nothing more startling. 
There 
are peaceful smokes, and there are evil 
ones. The thickness and color of a line of

JL disttngofishea gentlemaà or tbe ÜZe 
war told me recently that AtnahaÜ Linéoln 
proposed to avoid onr civil conflict by par- 
chase of all the slaves of the SonUi and 
setting them free. He calculated what 
would be a reasonable price for them« and, 
when the number of millions of doUan that 
would be require^ f Or such a purpose was 
announced, the proposition was scouted; 
and the North would not have made the 
offer and the Soutb would -not have ac- 
cepted it if made. "But," said my military 
friend, "the war went on, and just the num- 
ber of millions of dollars that Mr. Lincoln 
calculated would have been enough to 
make a reasonable purchase of all &e 
slaves were spent in war, besides all the 
precious lives that were hurled away in the 
two hundred and fifty battles." In other 
words, there ought to be some other waj 
for'men to settle their controversies with- 
out wholesale butchery. 


The church of God will vet become the 
arbiter of nations. If the world would 
allow it, it could to-day step in between 
Germany and France and settle the trouble 
about Alsace and Lorraine, and between 
Russia and Bulgaria, and between Eng- 
land and her antagonists, and between all 
the other nations that are flying at each 
others' throats, and command peace and 
disband armies and harness for the plow 
the war horses now being hitched to ammu- 
nition wKons or saddled for cavalry 
ohaise. That time must come, or tiuouoh 
the

men and blowing up cities ai 
overwhelming 
hosts to instant death, 
so that we can kill a regiment easier 
than we could once kill a company, and 
kill a brigade easier than we could once 
kill a regiment, the patent of&ces of the 
world more busy than e%'er in recognizing 
new enginery of destinction, the human 
race will after a while go fighting with one 
arm, and hobbling with one foot, and 
stumbling along with one eye, and some 
ingenious inventor, inspired of the arch- 
angel of all mischief, will contrive a ma- 
chine that will bore a hole to the earth's 
center, and some desperate natk>n will 
throw into that hole enough dynamite to 
blow this hulk of a planet into fragments, 
dropping like meteoric stones on surround- 
ing stellar habitations. 


But this shall not be, for whatever else 1 
let go I hang on to my Bible, which (eils 
me that the blacksmith's shop shall vet 
come to its grandest use, when the warrior 
and the husbandman shall enter it side by 
side, and the soldier shall throw into i s 
bank of fires his sword, and the farmer 
shall pick it up a plowshare, and the 
straigh'test spear shall be bent into a crook 
at each end and then cut in two, and what 
was one spear shall be two pruning forks, 
Down with Moloch and up Avith Clirist! 
Let no more war horses eat out of the 
manger where Jesus was bom- 


Peace! Forever roll off the sky thw 
black pillars of smoke from the Harengos 
and Salamancas and Borodinos and Se- 
dans and Gettysburgs of eai-th ! And right 
after them, roll into the heavens the peace- 
ful vapors from the chimneys of farm 
houses' and asylums and churches and 
capitals of Christian nations, and as the 
sunlight strikes through these vapors they 
will write in letters of jet and gold all over 
the sky from horizon to zenith: "Glory te 
God in the highest, and on earth peace, 
good-will to men!" Then let all the men- 
of-war fire a broadside and all the forts 
thtmder forth a resounding Volley, and the 
earth be girdled with the cannonade ovei 
the final victory of the truth. 


While thinking of these things I looked 
out from my window, and the wind was vi- 
olently blowii\g. And I saw from many 
chimneys the smoke tossed in the air and 
whirled in great velocity, volume after vol- 
ume, fold after fold, and carried on the 
swift wind were the great pillars of smoke. 
And helped by Solomon in the text, I saw 
the speed of the church symbolized. Do 
you realize the momentum the church of 
God is under? Why, the smoke of a chim- 
ney on the top of Mount Washington when 
the wind is blowing sixty miles to the hour 
is slow as compared with the celerity of 
good intluences. For fifty-nine centuries 
the devil had it his own way among the 
nations. Nearly all the great missionary 
movements have been started within the 
century, and see what one centu^ has done 
to recover the world from fifty-nine centur- 
ies of devastation! What great revivals! 
What mighty churches! What saved mil- 
lions! What advancing civilization! In 
all the United States, Great Britain, Ire- 
land, France, Germany, Itr»ly. full freedom 
to worship God 
according to con- 
science. Along the coasts of China, 
Japan, and Africa, the batteries are 
planted \^ich are to teke all these em- 
pires for God and civilization. From tn« 
rains of Babylon, and Assyria, and Nine- 
veh, and the valleys of the Nile confirma* 
tions have been exhumed proving to all 
fair-minded men that the Bible is the tru- 
est book ever written. The mytholo^es-of 
Egypt were found to have embodied in 
them the knowledge of man's expulsion 
from Paradise, and the sacrifice of á great 
emancipator. Moses' account of the crea- 
tion, corroborated by the hammer of Chris- 
tian geologists; the oldest profane writers, 
like Hieronymus, Helanicus, and Berosus, 
confirming the Bible account of ancient 
longerity; Tacitus and Pliny confirming 
the Bible accounts of destroyed Sodom and 
Gomorrah; Tacitus and Porphyry telling 
the same story of Christ as Matthew and 
Luke told; Macrobius telling of the mas- 
sacre of children in Bethlehem, and Phle- 
gon sketching the darkness at the crucifix- 
ion. It is demonstrated to all honest men 
that it is not so certain that William Cul- 
len Bryant wrote Thanatopsis, or Longfel- 
low Hiawatha, as that God by the hand of 
prophet and apostle wrote the Bible. All 
the wise men in science, and law, and 
medicine, and literature, and merchandise 
are gradually becoming to believe in 
Christianity, and soon there will be no 
people who disbelieve in it, except those 
conspicuous for lack of brain or men with 
two families, who do not like the Bible 
because it rebukes their swinish propensi- 
ties. 


The time is hastening when there will be 
no infidels left except libertines and har- 
lots and murderers. Millions of Christians 
where once there were thousands, and thou- 
sands where once there were hundreds. 
What a bright evening this, the evening of 
the nineteenth centuiy! and the twentieth 
centmy, which will dawn in thirteen years 
from now, will, in my opinion, bring uni- 
trersal victory for Christ and the church, 
that now is marching on with step double 
ijuick, or, if you prefer the figura^of the text, 
is being swept on in the mighty gales of 
blessing, imposing and grand and majestic 
tnd swift, like pillars of smoke. 
When, wrapped in fire, the realms of ether
